RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 3 1st December 1968 

Subject — Establishment of a National Board of school 
Text-Books . 

No. F. 1 8-22/ 6H-BSE.2(BSE. 1 ) . — The problem of school 
text-books was discussed at the meeting of the National 
Integration Council held at Srinagar in June 1968. The 
Council attached great significance to the proper use of 
text-books for purposes of national integration. It was of 
the view that education from primary to the post-graduate 
stage should be reoriented (a) to serve the purpose of creating 
a sense of indianness, unity and solidarity; (b) to inculcate 
faith in the basic postulates of Indian democracy; and (c) 
lo help the nation to create a modern society. It also re- 
commended that the State Governments should create an 
appropriate machinery at the State level for improvement of 
school text-books in general and for using them effectively 
for purposes of national integration in particular and that a 
National Board of School Textbooks which will coordinate 
the efforts of the State Governments should be set up by the 
Government of India, 

2. Programmes of improving the quality of school text- 
books were initiated on the recommendations of the Secon- 
dary Education Commission (1952). These have broadly 
assumed two directions : — - 

(1) The State Governments have set up organisations 
for State production of textbooks and have reformed 
the machinery for approving textbooks produced in 
the private sector; and 

(2) The Government of India has tried to develop, 
under the National Council- of Educational Research 
and Training (NCERT) a programme of help to 
the State Governments to improve school textbooks. 

3. After taking into consideration the experience so far 
gained in the national and State programmes for the improve- 
ment of school textbooks, the proposals made by the Educa- 
lion Commission in this behalf, and the recommendations of 
the National Integration Council, the Government of India 
proposes to develop, in collaboration with the State Govern- 
ments, an intensive programme for the improvement of school 
textbooks and for their effective utilisation for the purposes 
of national integration. 

4. Improvement of the Machinery for production and 
Prescription of School Textbooks at the State level : 
The existing arrangements in the States for production and 
approval of school textbooks should be improved, on the 
broad lines recommended by the Education Commission. In 
particular, the State Governments should take steps to appoint 
committees of experts for preparation of school textbooks; 
and the possibility of establishing autonomous book corpora- 
tions at the State level for the production of school textbooks 
in the public sector should be examined. 

5. Strengthening of the National Programme and its Co- 
rehition with the State Level Programmes ; Tile programmes 
of producing textbooks at the national level will be expanded 
and improved on the following lines : — 

( 1 ) Emphasis will be placed on the production of text- 
book materials; 

(2) Academic assistance will be offered to State Govern- 
ments desiring to improve curricula and procedures 
for production and approval of textbooks; 

(3) On requests made by the State Governments, text- 
books will be scrutinised from academic and 
national points of view and suitable advice should 
be made available to the State Governments con- 
cerned; 

(4) A Central Library of all school textbooks used in 
the country will be built up; and there will be a 
regular programme of evaluating selected textbooks 
and making the reports of such reviews available to 
the State Governments concerned; 
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(5) There will be a programme under which a random 
sample of textbooks used in different parts of the 
country will be continuously examined from the 
point of view of national integration and sugges- 
tions to make them more effective for this purpose 
will be brought to the notice of the State Govern- 
ments and the Government of India; 

(6) Close working relationships will be established 
between professional persons engaged in textbooks 
production at the national and State levels, both in 
the public and private sectors; and 

(7) i There will be an Advisory Committee in the 

National Council of Educational Research and 
Training comprising representatives of organisations 
for textbooks production in the public and private 
sector and teachers and experts in the field. 

6. In order to coordinate and guide the activities of 
national and State Organisations for production and improve- 
ment of textbooks, the Government of India' hereby esta- 
blishes a National Board of School Textbooks as recommend- 
ed by the National Integration Council with immediate 
effect 

7. Functions : The functions of the Board will bo . 

(1) to advise the Government of India and State 
Governments on all matters relating to the produce 
tion and prescription of school textbooks; 

(2) to scrutinise textbooks produced at the State and 
the national levels and to ensure that they are in 
conformity with the objectives of national integra- 
tion; 

(3) to ensure that continuous efforts are made at the 
national and State levels to improve the standard 
of textbooks in subject-matter content, in presenta- 
tion of material and in production; and to this end, 
to evolve appropriate criteria for the production of 
textbooks , especially for those in history, languages 
and social studies; and 

(4) to ensure the textbooks are priced a3 low as possi- 
ble consistently with the maintenance of essential 
standards and that all necessary steps are taken to 
give every pupil a reasonable access to all his 
textbooks. 

8. Composition ; The composition of the Board will be as 
follows : — 

(a) Union Minister of Education — Chairman. 


(b) All Education Ministers of States and Union Terri- 
tories having legislatures and the Chief Executive 
Councillor of Delhi. 

(c) Sixteen educationists and experts in the field of text- 
books production representing various allied interests 
and expertise. 

(d) An officer of the Ministry of Education — Member^ 
Secretary. 

The National Board of School Textbook# will hav 0 ade- 
quate representation on it for teachers and other academic 
persons. 

9, The Board will function through a Standing Com- 
mittee that will bo assisted by panels of experts in various 
subjects fields. 

10, The NCERT will provide the necessary academic ser- 
vices to the Board, both in bringing up problems for discus- 
don as well as in helping the national and State level 
organisations engaged in the scrutiny, approval and produc- 
tion of textbooks to implement the decisions taken. 

11, The Board shall meet as often as necessary but not 
less than once a year. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments and Administrations of Union 
Territories and to all Ministries of the Government of India, 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for information.
